His Ach ievemen ts. 


Some weeks ago we published an ac­ 
count of the wonderful artistic dev el­ 
opment of Leon EL Moore of Pipestone. 
Minnesota, a son of the late J ames 
Moore, well known to many an old set­ 
tler of Lee county , and himself a form­ 
er Dix on boy . 
It is strange that a gift 
which has been stamped a» a high 
order of genius by some of the best 
artists of the East should hav e been 
called into being, as it were, after Mr. 
Moore had attained to middle life 
The cause and manner of its unfolding 
and some additional particulars of in­ 
terest to many of our readers, and es­ 
pecially to Mr. Moore’s former friends 
in this v icinity , are thus giv en by Mrs. 
J . M. Bull in the Washington (Minne­ 
sota) Daily Adance: 
It is not generally known that South­ 
western Minnesota possesses a sculptor 
whoso artistic genius is so pronounced 
as to make him considered by his fel­ 
low’ artists a riv al of the old masters. 
Mr. Leon H. Moore came to Ptpe- 
stone in the early eighties, bringing 
with him his wife and little son and 
all his household goods and gods. 
He formed a partnership in the real 
estate business with Mr. H. D. Sanford 
and prov ed himself a successful finan­ 
cier. 
Possessing a genial nature, 
he be­ 
came quite a fav orite with the boy s in 
those early day s, but neither he nor 
tiis comrades dreamed that the tires of 
genius were smouldering within him, 
till one day walking the streets of Du­ 
luth ha sa.v a statue in a window be­ 
fore which he stood wrapped in admi­ 
ration, when suddenly the thought oc­ 
curred to him that he could produce its 
eq uai, 
Ha immediately bought a set of tools 
and secured blocks of stone and con­ 
trary to all artistic practice set to work 
without a model or sketch to cut the 
stone itself, and he reproduced a statue 
of such startling perfection and origin­ 
ality as to be the wonder of all who be­ 
held it, 
This statue of the squaw and 
the papoose was followed by twenty - 
liv e or thirty others, 
ail display ing 
marv elous ability . 
Desiring to post hinmeif on the beet 
methods, Mr. Moore went to Boston 
last y ear to take lessonb from the best 
masters, 
carry ing 
with him photo­ 
graph« of his be.-t piecsa as an intro­ 
duction to the profession. 
Ariel now 
comes the surprise. 
The 
profession 
would not receiv e him as the artist till 
l.e had sent backhand procured the af­ 
fidav its of some of the citizens that he 
really was the designer and sc ilptor of 
those pieces of which he Pore tht pho­ 
tographs. 
Mr. Cobb, the master artist, said he 
c uld not take him as a pupil in art. 
He could do nothing for him but to 
teach him to model in clay and to make 
life mask- in stucco and other techni­ 
calities of art, for Mr. Moore already 
possessed what ail true artists are 
striv ing for—real artistic merit. 
Mrs. Moore also took lessons and 
worked along with him in modeling, 
designing arui py rography , of which 
they hav e many tine pieces. 
In strength of design Mr. Moore's 
art seem.- almost an inspiration, and in 
ex ecution he possesse- not only a v ig­ 
orous grasp, but he touches with a fine 
dainty hand that shows ho possesses 
the v ery poetry of art. 
The Ferris grand opora house in 
Pipestone and also the Moore bloca 
are embellished with pieces from his 
chisel. 
Some of his most striking pro­ 
ductions are the Sq uaw and Pappoose, 
Sitting Bull, Disgust, Mr. Punch, The 
Horror, Mirth, Sac and Fox 
Indians* 
Booby Boy , Agony , etc. 
After Mr. 
Moore had completed a few months 
study Me. Cobb, the master artist, told 
him to go home and work, to stamp his 
own originality on his creations and it 
would irsure his success.
